‘A new coal mine has been started 
fn southern Hunan, “near Chuchow, 
which has a daily ‘output at present 
f 800 tons, while the production of 
antimony has been increased, It is 
hoped to inerease the coal output to 
800 tons a day in a month's time, 

‘To improve the transportation 
facilities of the province, through 
which the Canton-Hankow railway 
runs, the Ministry has ordered an 
exteision‘of the Hunan-Kiangst ra 
way irfto Kweichow and the construc 
tion of a new line connecting Hunan 
with “Kwangsl, "tn addition, new 
railways are under construction to 
connect Yunnan, Kwelchow and 
Kwangsi. 

Simultaneously, experts sent by the 
Ministry have drafted plans to ine 
‘erease the production of tin, copper: 
‘and other mineral produets in these 
south-west provinces. As the French 
Government is making plans 10 
establish iron and stoel works in 
French Indo-China, Yunnan is busily 
‘arranging to inerease its production 
‘of coal and coke for transportation to 
French Indo-China, 

Besides railway and highway com= 
‘munications between French Indo- 
China and Yunnan, Chinese hydaulic 
engineers are making studies of the 
possible use of river transportation 
facilities between the two ares

‘Dr. Oong Wen-hao, China's leading

No Chinese Loan 


London, Apr. 14, 

Before leaving London ‘tonight for 
a woek oF ten days in Scotland, Mr, 
Sun Fo, Presitient of the Legislative 
‘Yuan, told Reuter’ in connection with 
rumours that China had been 
endeavouring €0 False a loan in 
London: 

“T have been frankly informed that 
the chances of raising a loan, whe- 
‘ther “for China or any country, are 
‘at present hopeless in view of the 
feneral confusion of world condi- 
tions, On the other hand, the pos- 
sibility of arranging commercial 
eredits for China T consider feasible, 
‘This is not so much 9 question of 
war materials as the reparation of 
the eruel destruction suffered in the 
war.” 

Mr. Sun Fo continued 
Reuter that he was greatly en- 
couraged by the cordiality of his 
reception in all quarters in London 
and the sympathy that he found 
expressed for China, 

He was unable, ihe said, to dis- 
close the nature ‘of his recent con- 
versation with the Prime Minister, 
Mr, Neville Chamberlain, since this 
‘was most confidential, “He could, 
however, say that he was most ime 
pressed" by the Prime Minister's 
friendliness, his clear and practical 
mind and his wide grasp of the de- 
falls of the Far Easteri situation.

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Export Trade 


Hankow, Apr. 11. 

‘Tho Chinese Government ts taking 
energetic steps to increase exports 
from this country in order, first, to 
offset the adverse trade’ balanco; 
secondly, to obtain foreign exchange 
to stabilize the present currency 
situation; and, thirdly, to stimulate 
the development Of industries in the 
Interior provinces. 

‘After “conferences between the 
Ministry of Economic Affairs, the

‘The Ministry of Communications, it 
ig learned, has instructed the Canton 
Hankow Railway to run at least two 
traing daily from Hankow to Canton 
for the transportation of Chinese 
products for export. These will con 
Sist chiefly. of wood-oil, antimony, 
cotton, bristles and camphor. 

‘The’ Chinese Government hopes to 
ship. 21,500,000 ‘worth of products 
abroad each month, 

‘The slogan here is: “Industrial 
development must continue side by 
side with the war of resistance. 

Despite the "heavy traffle on the 
Conton-Hankow line of war sup-| 
plies, officials have received orders 
that’ every facility must be given 
for the transportation of inland 
products to the sea.—Reuter.

HERR REIBER’S LETTER 


Aprit 13. 

‘An early period is being put to the cor- 
respondence arising ut of the remarkable 
outburst by Herr Fr. Reiber in these columns. 
Nast Sunday morning. Some criticism has 
been made of the policy which permitted the 
letter to be published, but it is necessary 
that the correspondence columns of such a 
journal as this should be maintained as an open 
forum, and that contributors to it should be al- 
lowed’ as free expression of their opinions as 
possible. But debate on such subjects as those 
raised by Herr Reiber is likely to develop. 
info an iil-mannered wrangle, not only be- 
cause of: the arrogant tone of the original 
communication, but because of the unfor~ 
tunate memories it must recall. It is not 
to be believed ‘that the generality of Germans 
hold quite the same views as therein set 
out, or that many of them would endorse 
the’ manner in which they are expressed, but 
it is just_as well that people of other’ 
nationalities should realize the opinions held, 
by at least a section of the Germanic peoples. 
Were such opinions held by the majority of| 
the Germans then the leopard would not 
have changed his spats nor the Ethiopian his 
skin, ‘The letter is redolent of that type of 
public utterance which marked the pre-war 
years when Prussianism was rampant. Herr 
Reiber claims that treaties made under duress 
“carry no more moral obligation than a 
cheque signed in the middle of the night with 
a burglar holding a pistol at the drawer's| 
temple” All very nice and pretty, but what] 
tare the facts? Germany having invaded and 
laid waste Belgium and a large portion of 
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north-eastern France, was, after a very Jong| 
struggle, defeated. Faced ‘with the possibility 
of the war being carried into German ter- 
ritory, with all the hideous suffering which| 
had been inflicted upon Belgium and France, 
the German rulers decided to sue for peace. 
‘There was no pistol at their head. ‘They had 
failed in the greatest war the world had ever! 
known, and, by their surrender, avoided much 
of the’ same suffering as they had wreaked 
fon others. There was then no question of| 
1 pistol having been held at Germany's head, 
and a treaty extracted, but a contract for! 
peace in which Germany received the valu 
Able consideration of not having her territory’ 
violated. 

‘That that peace treaty was a bad one, very 
few people nowadays will deny. Indeed 
probably an overwhelming proportion of 
World opinion is in favour of its being 
modified. That opinion is being restrained 
from freer expression by the conduct of 
Germany and its rulers, for if the habit of] 
tearing up unpleasant treaties at will is to 
bbe continued, what can be the use of en-| 
deavouring to secure a final settlement, which 
in its turn would have to be embodied in 
some or other documentary form? —Hers| 
Relber must realize that, Jf treaties are to] 
have my aire perioauence about them than 
the passing goodwill of one or other of the| 
parties thereto, it will be impossible to bring! 
about that confidence and sense of security| 
‘on which alone. the peace of the world can| 
be preserved. Herr Relber sheds facile 
tears over the Middle European nations “bled 
white and starved into submission” being 
ordered to sign on the dotted line. It was, 
of course, very wrong for the Allies to have! 
Used the warlike instrument of the blockade, 
‘and the manner in which Germany refrained 
from attempling to effect a successful sub- 
marine seige of the British Isles is clear proof 
of the gentleness with which she prosecuted| 
the Great War. But, sarcasm apart, it should] 
be realized that much is done in times of war 
of which there may be disapproval in times 
of peace, ‘There is an opportunity given by’ 
Herr Reiber to pose a tu quoque to everyone 
of the ‘complaints he makes. It is not meces~ 
sary to do 30; the one real fact is that Ger 
many gambled in 1914 for high stakes and 
Tost, There is the uncomfortable knowledge 
that preparations are being made against the 
possibility of such an. event occurring 
again, The pre-war slogans are coming again| 
{o the fore: there is talk of wanting that place 
inthe sun which Germany lost, in the words| 
of one of her own statesmen, by her own 
stupidity, Much opinion outside Germany 
holds that more than a little of Germany's 
aspirations should be met, but that is dis- 
counted by the failure to perceive any limits 
Which Germany may set to her own appetite, 
Which appears to grow with eating. 

For example in Great Britain there 1s 0 
large and influential section of public opinion 
which not only desires the general appease- 
ment of Europe but for that matter the! 
‘whole world. It leans very strongly towards 
‘a more positive friendship with Germany, 
believing that the two nations should never! 
have been enemies. How can that opinion 
be translated into’ deeds when utterances 
sich as that of Herr Relber, and others, who} 
apparently think like him, find wide publica 
tion?” ‘The adoption of the attitude of the 
enfant terrible may be very picturesque and 
‘vidhin limits obtain certain results, but what} 
contribution does it make towards that peace 
which even Herr Hitler so earnestly states he 
desires? ‘The answer is obvious; none. On 
the other hand it leads to a perpetuation of 
just those conditions which keep the world 
in a state of tremulous suspense and in- 
security. The transformation of Europe into 
fan armed camp, the fear that wn the whim 
of one ruler or another it may be plunged 
into a war more hideous than that from 
Which the world has not yet recovered, and 
the manifest threat to European civilization 
has not yet been stopped by the realization 
that war does not pay. ‘The victors of the! 
Great War realize that fact only too bitterly. 
It has long been time for the people of the 
world, even including such men as Herr 
Reiber, fo turn their faces from the past, and 
resolutely look out for the future, 2 future of| 
peace and construction, not one of death, 
Terror and devastation. "And that for a very] 
ood reason, Would Herr Reiber care again 
fo sce those conditions in his own country 
from which Herr Hitler and his party rescued 
ik? ‘That is the danger which is ever present 
in the unsettled state of Europe. Bolshevism’ 
may have been driven underground in Ger- 
many, but it would be unwise to believe that 
it has been scotched once and for all, and 
in the event of Europe being plunged into 
‘tragic war, what is to prevent it from again 
taising its ugly head? ‘These are questions’ 
which men of good faith, no matter of what! 
hationality must look squarely in the face. 
‘The time has come for a greater display of 
goodwill than has been apparent since the end 
of the Great War. There is much eagerly’ 
‘waiting to be brought into operation, but the 
poNcies which Herr Relber so enthusiastically 
endorses, merely fend to push it further and 
further into the background. The friends of| 
Germany in Great Britain find themselves} 
embarrassed by utterances similar to those! 
contained in the correspondent’s letter; such 
{things stimulate the strong oppesition which 
is being offered to Ms, Neville Chamberlain's 

‘of appeasement, and negatives

QUIET CONFIDENCE 
Aprit 14. 

‘One of the features of the official speeches| 
at yesterday's annual general meeting of rate- 
payers was the very sine and sensible manner 
in which the Chairman of the Municipal 
‘Council dealt with the effects of the hostilities 
around Shanghai last year and the quiet note 
‘of optimism which he sounded concerning its 
future prospects. It was obvious that he 
could not discuss the many grave and com- 
plicated questions which arise out of that 
crisis and the existing state of affairs, but, 
speaking with that inner knowledge, which in 
his position Mr. Franklin must of’ necessity 
Possess, it may be assumed that his ex- 
pression of confidence in the future arises out 
of no parental relationship of the wish to the 
thought. One of the important things to re- 
member is that, after the experiences of 1932, 
endeavours were made to protect this great 
city from a recurrence of the deplorable events 
‘witnessed on that occasion. All manner of 
plans were investigated for the securing of 
the neutrality of Shanghai, and though much 
‘earnest consideration was given to the matter, 
the Council and other groups interested failed 
to make any headway. It may readily be be- 
lieved that the main obstacle to any plan 
that might have been put forward was the 
natural disinclination of the Chinese govern- 
ment to agree to any scheme which would 
have diminished its sovereignty over the im- 
mediate environs of Shanghai. It was a per- 
fectly natural objection, and though its effects} 
have been almost disastrous there can be ne 
real criticism of the Chinese in that matter. 
It may not have been wise to refuse to adopt 
‘any of the schemes put forward, but the spirit| 
of the nation was opposed to any such con- 
cessions as they would necessitate, an op- 
position which had been rendered alt ‘the stub- 
Dorner by the events which inspired such 
planning. The political developments during 
the period between 1932 and 1937 made it 
almost inevitable that an outbreak of armed 
conflict should occur around Shanghai, That 
was inextricably involved in the general con- 
flict between China and Japan, and.as a result 
catastrophe of much greater magnitude than 
that of 1932 befell Shanghai last year. 

‘The full tale of the damage done to Shang-| 
hai is not yet known. It probably never will 
be, for it continues to be inflicted upon Shang- 
hai in ways which are not easily transmutable 
into figures, and must for all time remain as 
mere estimates. ‘The Municipal Council's xe- 
port for the year, however, does give specific 
information as to the degree to which muni-| 
cipal finances have been harmed. Grave as 
that is in dimensions, it is apparent that no 
shattering blow has yet been dealt the for- 
tunes of the International Settlement. That 
damage is still accumulating is, unfortunately, 
only too true, but save for very unexpected 
developments’ there will be a progressive di- 
minution, and there is every reason for not 
regarding the future outlook with undue 
pessimism, That point is admirably made by 
the Chairman :— 

I am, however, enough cf an optimist to 
believe that our plight, bad as it is, might have 
‘been much worse, and that unless we are over- 
taken by fresh and unforeseen di 
shall emerge from our present 
that Shanghai will eventually fulfl its destiny 
‘of becoming one of the greatest commercial 
and industrial centres of the world. 

The first requisite for that happy eventuality 
is that measures should be devised for the 
removal of any possibility of Shanghai being 
subjected to the catastrophes which befell it in 
1932 and 1937. Failure to achieve such an end 
after the first unhappy experience is no reason 
for abandoning efforts to reach success in this 
direction in the future. Unless there is a very 
great change in the fortunes of the two con- 
testants it is apparent that entirely different 
conditions will apply when the matter comes 
again to be discussed. That does not discount 
the fact that for the future development of 
this important city it is imperative that such 
arrangements should be made securing the 
future of the whole area and making it pos- 
sible for investments to be made in full con- 
fidence in the security of the place. Such is 
the prime essential on which alone can the 
future prosperity of Shanghai and the sur- 
rounding areas be based. 


Much has appeared in the foreign press 
considerably exaggerating the condition in 
which Shanghai finds itself today. It is a 
regrettable fact that a certain portion of the 
press of these days seeks sensation rather 
than accurate fact, and while the stories con- 
cerning conditions here are in the main truth- 
ful they have been presented in such a manner’ 
‘as to create unnecessary pessimism abroad, 
which may have an adverse effect upon the 
developments which it is hoped will evens 
tually take place. Mr. Franklin's restrained 
optimism may help to discount that. At least 
that must be the hope of residents here. This 
journal, after a very long acquaintance of 
Shanghai expresses the conviction, which it 
hhas all along, that the very vitality of this 
port, the energy and determination of its 
people, the commanding position which it oc 
cupies vis-a-vis of trade with the vast basin 
of the Yangize, are all factors which properly 
directed should lead it on fram strength to| 
strength. ‘The wisdom of the manner in 
which the Couneil has budgeted for the com- 
ing year, viewed from that aspect, is apparent. 
‘The financial proposals do not unnecessarily’ 




















pledge Shanghai's future, and should not 
lnduly humper a quick return to prosperity. 


Of course conditions in the hinterland have 
also to be taken into consideration, as also 
the possibility of a longer period of hostilities 
than was originally anticipated, But peace 
has {o come eventually, and with its.restora- 
tion the rehabilitation of the country at 
present so severely stricken, with immediate 
effects upon the fortunes of Shanghai. ‘That the 
local industrialists appear to have Yealized this, 
is to be found in the fact that there has been 
a very substantial inereaso in the number of 
new factories which have been and are being 
set up. Many of them cannot expect to have 
an immediately profitable return upon their 
investments, but those responsible for them 
are by the very fact of thelr investment 
proving their confidence in the future-of this 
port. Por reasons such as these, it is urged 
that the only sensible manner of looking on 
present conditions is with a degree of ro- 
strained optimism, and the realization that 
while things are bad, they might very easily 
have been much worse, 








THE MUSIC MONOPOLY 

Aprit 15. 
Mr, Robert L, Stewart laid about him right 
manfully in the debate on the future of the 
‘Municipal Orchestra, during the annual meet~ 
ing of ratepayers on Wednesday, and it must 
have been splendid hearing. Unfortunately 
in cold print it does ot have quite the same 
effect. ‘The speaker dealt with something 
which he politely called “the Music Monopoly 
ef Shanghai.” Obviously the impoliter ter- 
minology would have substituted “racket” for 
jonopoly.” This he said consisted of a 
‘very small group of ruthless politicians 
(who) have constituted themselves the sole 
dictators of what music we shall have and 
what the Council shall pay it, so that the 
profits to them shall be all that the tramic will 
bear, Many people are mere tools of this 
ring, but are absolutely oblivious of it." Much 
later in his address Mr. Stewart emphasized 
his contention in the following passage “This 
perhaps is the most convincing confirmation 
that I could have of my position that the 
Orchestra is run by a lawless Musical Mono- 
poly, whose disregard of the wishes of the 
public and the Council are so flagrant as to 
constitute a first class municipal scandal.” 
Shades of Chicago and New York! ‘There 
seems in Mr, Stewart's eyes to have been a 
conspiracy amongst the Council officials to 
hide away additional expenditure on behalf 
of the Orchestra, while there is even some 
doubt as to what happened to the compara~ 
tively small sum spent on new music, If Mr 
Stewart's remarks on that subject mean any- 
thing at all they convey the inference that 
the money might not have been so spent. 
probably “'so that the profits to them (the 
ruthless politicians) shall be all that the 
traffic can bear.” It is perhaps just as well 
not to take Mr. Stewart too seriously, and, 
locally speaking, that would be the best 
course {o follow. But his charges will un- 
doubledly obtain wider publicity than merely 
in Shanghai, amongst people not fully 
acquainted with local conditions nor the 

details of this almost annual controversy, 
‘This journal stated in the course of a lead- 
ing article on the subject of the Orchestra, 
last Tuesday, that the wages paid the musi- 
cians ranged from a minimum of $250 to a 
maximum of $365.

‘The first fruits of Mr, Neville Chamberlain's} 
foreign policy is the Anglo-Italian agreement] 
Which was signed on Saturday evening. 
‘The way has been prepared for a complete 
change in the relations between the two 
countries, and it'is to be hoped a restoration, 
of the old cordiality whieh should never have 
been allowed to disappear, It is not necessary 
at this juncture to discuss all the many 
veusons for the deterioration of those rela~ 
tions, save to say that the primary cause was 
Inevitable combat between the realism of the 
Htalian policy, and the idealism of that fol- 
lowed so persistently by My, Anthony ‘Eden, 
Following the resignation of Sir Samuei| 
Hoare, as a result of the rejection of the: 
Hoare-Laval scheme for the seitlement of the' 
Abyssinian crisis, Mr. Eden camo into power 
with the backing of that enormously power- 
{ul public opinion which had condemned the 
compromise which Sir Samuel Hoare and M. 
‘Laval had planned. He followed a policy 
based on the ideology of the League of 
Nations, and it eventually became apparent) 
that, instead of bettering conditions in Europe, 
it was speedily worsening them. Unable to| 
‘adapt himself fo the policy which the Prime 
Minister wished, Mr, Eden resigned, and Mr. 
Chamberlain wus then free to follow the 
urge which he had laid down for his gov- 
nment of seeking the appeasement of] 
rope by coming to a belter understanding, 
with those nations from which there was a. 
growing estrangement. This did not mean, 
forsaking the League or its principles, but 
did involve the recognition of the fact’ that, 
by reason of that body's mutilation, it no} 
longer possessed the authority which its 
founders originally hoped it would have, and. 
which indeed in its earlier years it possessed. 
though, perhaps, not quite in the form that 
could be universally acceptable. It should 
be admitted at once that a policy which 
sought to impose the ideology of the League! 
upon nations, which would have none of it, 

istaken one, and, realizing that, Mr. 
rlain, despite a flood of hostile 
criticism, sought other avenues towards the 
establishment of better relations. ‘This 
Journal heartily welcomes the steps which 
have been taken, as represented in the 
document which was signed on Saturday, 
believing that it is only by the adjustment 
‘of such questions as the agreement covers| 
that progress can be made towards good 
understanding, and thereby peace.

mobilize against” Us ever-increasing forces, 
constituted the most notable result of our: 
war, although it was little apparent to the 
eyes of civilians. It contributed largely to 
the victory of Allied arms and to our final] 
triumph." 

It is well that these things should be] 
remembered, desirable that as soon as possible| 
there should be a complete restoration cf! 
former confidence and friendship; for any 
policy which tended the other way! 
was as unfortunate in its conception as it 
proved to be in its results. The effecting of 
a satisfactory understanding with France is 
the next step before tackling the imposing 
problem with the relations of Great Britain 
and France vis-i-vis of Germany. To that 
end this newly signed document acquires 
a rich significance. If it is possible to secure 
adjustments on so many and important 
questions between Great Britain and Italy, it 
should be equally possible to reach a better 
understanding with Germany. “All that is 
required is a common desire for mutual 
understanding and a determination to work. 
towards that end. It is true that with regard. 
to Germany other considerations arise, but if 
Mr. Chamberlain is to succeed with his policy 
‘of general appeasement sacrifices will have| 
to be made on both sides, as they have in 
instance. It must be ‘clear to everyone 
that the maintenance of conditions in Europe 
in which the four great Powers are divided 
into two more or less hostile camps can only 
Tead to disaster. All ‘of them, no matter] 
‘what may be the foundations of their govern- 
ments, have the common desire for peace.| 
‘The eradication of differences is the best! 
means towards securing it, and the removal 
‘of causes for Anglo-Italian friction is the frst] 
important step towards the ultimate goal. 
Scepties should be warned against adherence | 
to the idea that Italy Is dealing with Grea! 
Britain with her tongue in her cheek. That 
will undoubtedly be the opinion held by those 
of the Eden school of thinking. The wise’ 
course is to watch developments as they 
occtir, and it would be the height of im- 
prudenee to adopt any other attitude. From’ 
@ purely British point of view Mr. Cham- 
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results, But if those are good, then he will 
have proved himself to be one of Great 
Britain's outstanding statesmen, one who will 
have laid the foundations of a durable peace,| 
importing stability into an edifice which for 
toa long past has been lamentably tottering. 
Signor Mussolini's contribution towards this| 
adjustment has also been no mean one, for| 
|his initiative made the negotiations possible,| 
while Shanghai will be particularly. pleast 
in the knowledge that, in Count Ciano, a 
former resident played’ so important a role 
in restoring Anglo-Italian amity. 

















THE RUMANIAN COUP 
. Aprit 19. 


The rapid coup which the Rumanian gov- 
ernment made over the week-end should have 
the effect of bringing about some restoration, 
of that law and order which for some time: 
ast has been threatened by the old Iron. 
Guard, which since the end of 1936 has been 
operating under another name. Through- 
out the whole of that year Rumania had been. 
Kept in a state of unrest by the activities of 
the extreme Nationalists and kindred bodies, 
Early in the year a new party was formed by: 
the amalgamation of the Christian League led 
by Professor Cuza, the National Christian| 
Party, led by the poet, and, for a short time! 
recently Prime Minister, Octavian Goga and| 
secessionists from the National Peasant Party, 
led by Dr. Alexander Vaida-Voevod, which 
aimed at government by totalitarian methods| 
‘and the driving of the Jews and Magyars out 
of public life. Serious affrays took place be-| 
tween the Cuzists and the members of the| 
National Peasant and Democratic parties, and 
the government had eventually to issue an 
order dissolving the quasi-military organiza- 
tions of the Fascist and anti-Jewish parties, 
and forbidding the wearing of uniforms by. 
their members, ‘The order was not very 
strielly enforced and ultimately the Govern- 
ment was accused of insincerity by its eritics, 
This led to M. Tatarescu. promising to take: 
a stronger line against all extremists of the| 
Right and the Iron Guard, under the leader- 
ship of Capt. Codreanu, ‘the notorious anti- 
Semite, was in fact dissolved. That did not 
however put an end to thelr activities, for 
they continued under another name,’ and 
were responsible for much subterranean work. 
An alliance with the National Peasant party 
gave the old Iron Guard an accession of| 
strength with the result that the National, 
Peasant Party recently emerged successfully 
from the polls, and it looked as though a 
government inspired with Nazi principles w: 

likely to take control of the country. It wi 
the fear of such a development that led King 
Carol, to set aside the results of the elections, 
and call upon ‘M. Goga to form a Caifinet 
‘which would not be so extremist as any 
which Capt. Codreanu and his followers 
‘would have’ been likely to set up. In fact 
matters did not turn out quite as King Carol 
had desired, for M. Goga showed himself to| 
be almost as extremist, and the King was 
eventually forced to:take control into his own 
hands with the assistance of the Patriarch 
‘Myron Christea who headed a Cabinet of} 














‘That constituted a definite setback to Capt, 
Codreanu and his party. In February of this 
year measures were.takcen by the Government 
to subdue the Iron Guard once again, and 
deprived of his press, and strictly under the 
control and constant surveillance of the 
Police, Capt, Codreanu decided to make his 
coup ‘d'état. “There are. various stories 
regarding what were his intentions, but it 
‘seems most probable that all he contemplated 
doing was to seize Bucharest and appeal to 
Germany to march in and assist in the 
establishment of a Nazi Government, The 
fact that he failed in no way discounts the 
probability of success had he been able to 
set things going, for there is a very substantial 
Nazi element in Rumania, whose numbers 
inight have swelled very’ quickly had the 
coup got going and showed any prospects of 
gaining the day, Capt. Codreanu, however, 
reckoned without the Police under whose 
scrutiny he has been for some time, ‘afid at 
the eleventh ‘hour, before he was to.make his 
attempt, the authorities took him into custody 
and asthe result of a swift series of ralds 
completely destroyed any prospects of the 
scheme being achieved, and placed the main 
Jeaders in the hands of the Government. ‘Thus 
the “All for the Fatherland” group—for that. 
is the new name of the Iron Guard—has, had 
a mortal blow dealt to it, and there is a 
suggestion, that, while many of those who 
have been arrested face long terms of im- 
prisonment, the ringleaders when they come 
to their trial may be sentenced to death for 
high treason. An important suggestion is 
carried in a Havas report to the effect that 
the Ministry of Interior reports that the 
majority of the organization's members knew 
nothing wf the intentions of the comparatively 
few involved in the plot, but it is clear that 
Capt. Codreanu was of the opinion that once 
he presented the ignorant majority with the 
fait accompli of a coup d'état, whether sucess~ 
ful or not at the time of presentation, they 
‘would rally to his" support until such time 
as the anticipated German ald was forthcom- 

‘The Government, However, struck frst, 
all his plans have been’ brought to 
nothing. 

The determination of King Carol to be 
monarch in his own country is, therefore, 
largely esponsible for precipitating the 
present crisis in Rumania, Had a government 
been formed from a coalition of the National 
Peasant Party and the All for the Fatherland 
‘group, the King would have found himself in 
the uncomfortable position of having to act 
in co-operation with, or, perhaps, even under 
Capt.° Codreanu as dictator, ‘The story of 
King Carol's career does not justify the beliet 
that he would readily consent to play any 
such réle, and his refusal to follow the cor 
stitutional results of the recent ‘eleetions is 
mple proof of that contention. ‘The destruc- 
ion of the All for the Fatherland Party does 
not mean that any serious blow has been 
dealt the Nazi cause in Rumania, It may 
have the result of giving King Carol more 
time in which to consolidate his position and 
enable “him to maintain a botter balance be- 
tween the extremists of the Right and the 
Left. On the other hand he may be storing 
up trouble for himself by the unconstitu- 
tionality of his acts, for the thwarting of the 
ambitions 6f the ‘National Peasant Party 
cannot have endeared him to that body, which 
may find Itself more and’ more in opposition 
to the monarch. Yet again the King has no 
use for the Communist elements, and he and 
his Cabinet of Premiers may find the only 
method of remaining in power will be to play 
off one set against the other. That is 

snerally a precarious game, but when the 
parties are as far apart as Nazism and Com: 
munism there is no possibility of their ever 
Joining forces to oppose the King, who should 
have the moderates of both sides behind him. 
‘There is consequently more factors tending 
towards the strengthening of his position than 
towards weakening it, and though he will 
find himself considerably extended in dealing 
with the problems that this unique situation 
must produce, there is at the present time no 
reason to believe that he will not succeed in 
Keeping a strong control over the destinies of 
his country. ‘That at least is devoutly to be 
hoped for, because the recurrence of crises 
in that part of Europe must always arouse 
the gravest anxiety in other countries, a fact, 
which the past few weeks has made: un- 
mistakably plain, 
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berlain has embarked upon a bold, realist 
policy, -which can only be judged by its

The Charmed Idzumo 


Memories of one of the most spectacular 
ineldents in the course of last year's hostilities 
in Shanghai were revived last week when a 
Japanese salvage crew, complete with giant 
ther legs and. divers, salvaged the coastal 
‘motor boat which on August 16 attempted to 
forpedo the Japanese flagship Idzumo then 
lying. alongside the N.Y.K. Wharf. ‘The raid 
decurred about 930 pm, and the motor boat 
tore down the river {rom the boom at top speed, 
fired her two torpedoes, then turned round 
and the erew abandoned her just outside the 
“North-China Daily News" office on The Bund, 
and since then she has been a wreck, slowly 
turning turile and slipping underneath the 
pontoon. Last week, the pontoon was removed 
‘and within a few hours the boat was salvaged 
‘ind taken away, This was just one chapter in 
the existence of the Japanese Aagship which, 
attacked by every conceivable means, eseaped 
‘unscathed and on Tuesday left port for the first 
time sinee the beginning of hostilities on a trip 
to Tuingiao where Admiral Hasegawa Is con- 
ducting ‘an inspection of naval establishments, 
‘Although the Tdzumo was frequently bombed 
‘and shelled, and attempts were made to float 
mines towards her, that dramatic night's raid 
hhas eaused more controversy in regard to the 
most effective course of operations against this 
very ‘old. cruiser than any other incident of 
attack. When the present unhappy. state of 
affairs is ended a fitting fate for this vessel, 
‘one of the oldest warships afloat but represent: 
ing the best of her British builders, should be 
her preservation as a memorial, for few other 
ships have had such a.charmed existence.

Decide to Keep Orchestra ; Problems Caused by 
War Round Shanghai Reviewed by Chairman 


Shanghai, Apr. 14. 
WENTY thousand dollars, in addition to their usual contribu~ 
tion, will be paid by the French Municipal Council towards 
the maintenance expenses of the Municipal Orchestra, it was 
revealed yesterday afternoon at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers 
in the Grand Theatre, in the course of a lively debate on whether 
or not the orchestra should be retained. ‘The amendment to the 
resolution proposing the adoption of the budget for 1938, which 
would have killed the orchestra if it had passed, was lost by a 
large margin. There were 370 ratepayers present. 
+ Ina spirited attack on the orchestra, Mr. Robert L. Stewart, 
who proposed the amendment, said that Shanghai had long been 
in the hands of a “music monopoly”. The orchestra, he said, 
“poisoned economies” and impaired efficiency. He spoke for more

Need Not Pay Attention 

Chinese broadcasting stations in the 
Concession, on the other hand, were 
alleged to have been informed by the 
uthorities that they need not pay any 
attention to the Japanese notices on 
the control of broadeasting. 

Moreover, the Journal declared, the 
‘owners of ‘the Chinese broadcasting 
stations were Informed by the Con- 
cession authorities that the latter 
were opposed to any contact between 
these ‘stations and the Japanese 
control organ. 

“It is deeply to be regretted,” the

He began to suffer from diabetes be- 
fore his Far Eastern tour and, when 
in New York in 1035, he caught a 
cold which, on his return to Paris, 
kept him in bed for months. Further= 
more, while in Harbin, he was 
bothered by a throat disease, Even 
hhad he lived for another twenty 
years, his death would have jolted 
‘Nl Russians, all those who had heard 
hhim or had’ heard of him. every bit 
‘as. much as it did last’ Wednesday. 
It fs not easy. for other nationall- 
ties fully to understand the secret of 
the Russian worship of - Chaliapin. 
whe ready explanation that he was a 
world famous singer” or a “great 
artist” is no explanation at all. Anna 
Pavlova was world famous as well, 
‘and she too died in emigration where 
the greatness of the past, of the 
Ridssia that is gone, Is held ‘especial 
ly sacred, Grief at the death of 
Pavlova, however, could not be com- 
pared to the present griet at the 
death of Chaliapin. 


Attitude Different 


In the days of Chaliapin and be- 
fore his time there were many 
ingors in Russin whom the people 
Wiked to hear no less than they liked 
fo ‘hear Chaliapin. There was, for 
Instance; L, Sobinov. who wes known 
as the, “Russian Caruso.” There 
were scientists famous the world 
over, like Pavlov, writers Ike Maxim 
Gorkl, whose great renown, inelident- 
ally, Russians never quite ‘under- 
stood. But the altitude towards 
Chaliapin was somehow different— 
and remained so for. thirty years 
He occupied an equal position. to 
that of Tolstoy in the minds of his 
‘contemporaries, and his death was 
token in the same way as that of 
Tolstoy in 1910, when all voices that 
were for one or another reason 
Agzinst him suddenly became mute,

Genius Personified 

In the eyes of Russians, Challapin 
was genius personified. It was thus 
that they thought of him; it was thus 
that they approachod him, listened 
to him, wrote of him; and it is thus 
that they will always ‘remember him, 
‘The light in which they regarded 
hhim must be similar to the Tight in 
which, “say, a devoted adept of 
Fascism regards Mussolini, Here it 
would not be amiss to ask the ques- 
tion—what exactly, is implied by the 
word “genius?” ‘Talented persons 
Are numerous; geniuses aro rare. 
Talent. is the ‘knack of quickly and 
readily expressing feelings. deduc- 
tions, observations and judgments, 
Talent ean boll in a vacuum; genius 
sees all. Genius is penetrative—it 
represents a whole ‘harmony. A 
Aeiilus is the pride of his people. He

When we met here about a year

estimated tolal cost of reinsiating 
properties is $160,000, Most of the 
necessary repair work has already 
been completed. 

‘While hostilities were proceeding 
in the vieinity of Shanghai all possl- 
ble steps were taken to safeguard 4 
interests of the company and to carry 
‘on facilities for the delivery of cargo, 
Actually we were prepared at all 
times to berth steamers, but ocean 
aoing ships avoided the port for 
Several months and it was not until 
October 28 that the ss, "Steel ‘Travel- 
or came up river and berthed at 
Pootung. We aro grateful 0 the 
Isthmian Steamship Company. and 
their local representative, Mr. W. H. 
Plant, for leading the way. 

T would like at this point to say 
8 few words in appreciation of the 
loyal services rendered by the foreign 
and Chinese staff of our wharves, 
tubly led by our Superintendent, Mr. 
G.D. Grant. For several months 
they worked under trying and often 
hazardous conditions. We owe them 
veal gratitude for the way they 
worked for the company, In. the 
course of carrying oul thelr dutios 
three of our foreign staff were in- 
Jured and several of our Chinese 
‘Mal died as a result of wounds, 

‘The restrictions on free access to 
properties in the International Settlc- 
ment North of the Soochow ereek Is, 
and has been, a sad. detriment to 
trade.

Looking Ahead: 


And the Policy of Drift 


‘To the Editor of the 
'Norni-Cinwa Day News” 
‘Sin—Although, keenly Interested in’ 
Shanghal affairs I can only keep in| 
oueh with them at present through 
‘the medium of your weekly edition 
the “Herald” as there 1s no newspaper 

published in English here, 

‘The last issue T received yesterday’ 
ls March 9. Your editorial under the 
heading “Looking Ahead” inspires the| 
following comment, 

‘There must have always existed 
‘gome powerful stimulating - cause 
favouring the amazing development of| 
Shanghai from a marshy flat to one 
fof the world’s greatest cities in less 
‘than a century. ‘This is fully explain- 

in. the preamble to Mr. van Heid 

itam’s last report before he retired 
‘as Engineer-in-Chiet of the Whangpoo| 
Conservaney some years ago. 

He stated that Shanghal's geograph- 
ical situation was unexcelled by any’ 
‘other city in the world as the site of a. 
‘great commercial and shipping centre, 
This at {he mouth of one of the world’s 
greatest water highways. Tt is the| 
natural economic clearing-house for 
‘@ hinterland of about 600,000 square 
miles and a population of approxt- 
mately’ 160,000,000, 

‘These natural advantages constitute 
the soul of Shanghai whieh eannot be 
destroyed, Past experiences have de- 
‘monstrated its vitality and now, as in 
the past, it will recover quickly {rom 
the présent debacle. Nothing can 
prevent this, Tt Is only a question ay 
to the Kind of body ‘ia which this 
geonomie heart of China will continue 
to function. 

‘This is @ matter of paramount in 
portance not only to the residents of 
the Settlement itself but to China and| 
to all the trading nations of the world, 

Something more than natural ad- 
vantages has beon needed to stimulate| 
the rapid growth of the Foreign Sot- 
tement and French Concession. Tt is 
‘common knowledge that this stimulus| 
eould not come from Ching herself, 
Foreign initiative and capital operat-| 
‘ing in an area where these had tree 
play under modern coneeptions pro- 
vided the necessary architects, con- 
tractors, and Dullding materials. to| 
erect one of the greatest and most 
remarkable civic structures in the| 
world on its natural and permanent, 
foundation. 

For some time to come the foreign 
element “in the administration of 
‘Shanghai must be paramount for it is| 
vitally necessary In its rehabilitation, | 
In this it serves China's own national 
interests “in a_manner "somewhat 
‘analogaus to the services rendered to 
‘the economic development of British 
and Dutch Malaya by the overseas 
Chinese Communities in these coun-| 
tries. ‘The orderly evolutionary de- 
velopment “of the administration 
should not be violently interrupted as} 
it proceeds on the basis of Justice 
Feetham’s ‘recommendations, The 
policy’ suggested, after the most| 
searching enquiry and unanimously 
adopted by the Counelt and public 
opinion, provides for inereasing Chin= 
‘ese collaboration in the administration 
450 that, when practical, the element of 
foreign control ean pass safely, peace 
fully and entirely into Chinese hands 
trained “to. maintain, with Itt 

fears of impairment, the cumulative 
‘Achievements of the’ past, 

Under the aegis of the foreign 
Powers a model administration has 
‘been evolved which experience and 
‘achievement and public opinion have| 
endorsed, Obviously there had to be 
‘4 common anguage and a yeneral 
‘agreement as to the nature ‘of the 
administrative control calculated to| 
best serve the common welfare of 
such @ polyglot community, 

It is matural that English wos and 
‘must continue to be the common ad- 
ministrative language and that British 
civic traditions. should. continue to 
constitute the framework of the ad-| 
ministrativestructure, Tt was original 
ly a British concession and 1 think T 
‘am correct in stating that as between | 
China and Great Britain that status, 
as it applies to the most important 
art of the Settlement, remains une 
changed to this day. 

Some of your readers may have 
been present, as T was, at a mass 
meeting of British residents held at 
the Town Hall in the early days of 
the war when Sir Everard Fraser sur 
prised his audience by asserting this| 
and adding that, if cireumstantes 
made it expedient to do so, this status 
would be made again effective, 

British initiative and traditions have 
been almost wholly responsible for 
‘the character of the settlement ad~ 
ministration, ‘Thousands of head— 
stones in the cemeteries of Shanghai 
bear mute testimony to the part. the 
British have played in the develop 
ment of Shanghai as it exists today. 
By a natural evolutionary process the| 
administration has gradually become 
‘more cosmopolitan in its personnel. 
‘No administration ig over free from 
criticism and that of a constructive| 
nature is valuable. In spite of its! 















































erities, among whom I have fgured| 
somewhat prominently at times, .1 
Venture to say, without fear of con-| 
tradiction, that ‘no eivie administration| 
in the world has excelled that of| 
Shanghai in eMficieney, economy and| 
integrity 

Especially during those _ recent! 
‘months when Shanghai was continu 
ously’ ‘city of droadful night’ the| 
various departments functionéd ad- 
mirably and services were rendered| 
under such dangerous and trying con 
ditions that thelr value could not be 
measured In terms of money. On two| 
‘occasions 1 had to venture into the 
war zone to rescue Telatives of my| 
Chinese colleagues marooned there. 
At the Hongkew police station I found 
the municipal staff bravely carrying. 
‘on their duties with destruction and 
death going on continuously in their 
immediate vicinity. 

"An absence of public spirit has been 
referred to in your correspondence 
‘columns from time to time but actual 
Ty it has been more apparent. than. 
eal. What grounds there were for 
this’ impression have been compli 
mentary to the administration. It has 
been a case of "let Bill continue to do 
it” for Bill had been ‘carrying on re= 
markably well and giving general 
satisfaction, 

‘There has only been one organized 
attempt to undermine confidence in. 
the council and the obvious falsity of 
the allegations could not fail to im-| 
ugn the motives for them. 

‘There has in fact been developed a| 
very real sense of citizenship in this| 
the: most ‘cosmopolitan elty ‘in the| 
world and a pride in its achievements, 
To most foreign residents it is now: 
almost more. thei home than any’ 
other place. It Is very necessary that| 
there should be ‘a more general re~ 
cognition that the administration  of| 
the celty' in which they have been for| 
so long domiciled, the integrity of 
which they have fondly imagined has 
been guaranteed by a combination of 
all the leading Powers of the world, 
is in grave dang: 

“Put not your trust in Princes” 
I would warn my fellow citizens af| 
Shanghai, Your civie interests have 
been, to some extent in the past, al- 
ready sacrificed on the altar’ of 
€iplomatic expedicney and may be 
again to an even greater extent, 
‘The most vigorous united effort 
must ‘be made to influence those 
Wwho hold your destiny in their hands. 
What you can achieve in this respect 
was strikingly demonstrated recent- 
jy by. the American | community, 
when Washington trifled with. the 
idea of scuttle, 

Tt was these considerations which 
Jed me to write three letters to the 
Secretary of the. Couneil the first 
Jon August 27, the second on Septem- 
‘ber 10 and the third on the 23rd. of 
that month, ‘This correspondence: 
would prove interesting reading at 
this juncture but it is. too lengthy: 
for reproduction in full, Perhaps, 
hewever, Mr. Editor you can afford 
space for a brief summary. I may 
say that all three letters are to the| 
same effect. ‘The second and 
third were largely to press hom 
the urgency of carrying out the 
suggestions in the first for the first 
received, as did tho others, "scant 
‘consideration if any at all. 1 leave| 
it to your readers to judge whether 
these ‘suggestions were worthy of a 
detter fate, 

‘Having been a member of the! 
‘Couneil “during the Shanghai con-| 
ict of 1992 I rightly or wrongly 
felt that I could speak with some! 
authority. I reviewed the certainty 
that “appropriate diplomatie "action 
‘could then have rendered the whole| 
Shanghai area immune from’ any 
danger of a recurrence of such| 
wholesale destruction and loss of 
life as then occurred. I place square- 
ly on the shoulders of inexcusable 
diplomatic blundering the holocaust| 
that hag again stricken this great 
elty of Shanghal 

T urged that planning 
begin at once for Shanghai's future’ 
protection and development that! 
could when the opportune moment 
‘arrived be presented for the con- 
sideration of the Diplomatic Corps| 
backed by the united support of the| 
Council and all concerned in the| 
welfare of the Settlement. 

Avolding publicity for the 
being I suggested the immediate ap-| 
pointment by the Council of an in-

‘ment existing under uunquestioned 
treaty rights and with the vast vested 
interests which have accumulated on 
the assumption that the inviolability 
of such rights would be maintained. 

1 may well be that the Councit has 
neglected nothing possible is 
conneetion but every succeeding issue 
of the “Herald” I receive contains: 
@eplorable evidence that whatever 
has been attempted in this direction 
hhas been ineffective, 

The time is now opportune, it ap- 
pears to me, for such a concerted ex- 
pression of public opinion as. will 
‘awaken the Powers concerned in no 
uncertain “manner to the folly of 
pursuing this policy of drift and tacit| 
Jacquiescence in activities tending to 
undermine, possibly permanently the 
‘constitution and integrity of the 
Settlement with cynical indifferen» 
to the welfare of not only of their 
own nationals actually residing in it, 
but to millions of others whose in= 
terests are concerned with the main- 
tenance of its independent inter- 
national status.

Subsidy for Shanghai Opera? 


‘Te the Ealtor of the 
“Nonrn-Cuwa Dany News” 


Sm—For. several years the rate- 
payers have complained at the ex- 
pense borne by the S.M.C. In connee- 
tion with the existence of the 
Symphony Orchestra. Recently Mr. 
Robert L. Stewart again raised this 
question, 

Immediate ‘response appeared in 
this matter in the newspapers. Many 
say that Shanghai may lose the 
Orchestra, that the Orchestra is a 
cultural ‘institution, ‘that the city: 
‘ought {0 have it, ete. 

It is quite true that a Symphony 
Orchestra is necessary, that it is a 
cultural institution. However, it is 
alsa true that under the present cir- 
cumstances the eity cannot make such 
‘expenditures as formerly, and the 
ratepayers do not desire’ to waste 
money, 

‘All this boing true, it 1s also tru 
that in the French Concession, at the 
Lyceum ‘Theatre, there are two cul- 
tural enterprises: the A.D.C, and the 
Shanghal Opera, which are not re- 
elving any subsidy from the Munl- 
elpal Council, 

T am confident that should the 
‘Shanghai Opera’ receive from both 
the Municipalities an assistance 
amounting but to $50,000, Shanghai 
could have for this money a perfect 
Opera, with singers from abroad, and 
‘als a Symphony Orchestra with the 
‘amie personnel as the present one. 

‘Would not it be advisable that the 
ratepayers consider, how it is possible 
that people on the othen side of 
Avenue Foch are, without money, 
doing the same business for which 
in Bubbling Well they have to pay 
hundreds of thousands, though the 
hospitals and schools ‘are short of 
funds?

fs, I believe, common knowledge that 
the ratepayers, with the possible ex-

‘Mr, Arnhold also said that there is 
no difeulty in re-engaging stat when 
there is work to bo done, but this 
apparently does not apply’ to musi 
clans, although T have yet to learn 
that the present orchestra consists of 
the same musicians we had prior to 
1014, 

Mr, Arnhotd also sald that it Is in 
periods of depression that the “mental 
Felaxation and inspiration afforded by 
4 splendid orchestra inspires courage.” 
Is it then correct that the orchestral 
concerts this winter have been more 
‘crowded than usual with many hund- 
reds of ratepayers secking inspiration, 
nd that additional concerts have 
been demanded for this purpose? T 
don't think so, 

T should also like to point out to 
‘Mr. Arnhold that to ‘abolish. the 
Orchestra would not be showing a 
spirit of defeatism and that to draw 
these red herrings across the ratepa; 
ers" eyes is verging on humbug, partl- 
cularly as Mr. Stewart suggested that 
the money saved should be given to 
our hard-worked police force, with 
particular reference to the foreign 
police. 

T now come to the speech of Mr. 
B, F, Harris, that doughty champion 
Of the majestic civic centre, to whom, 
1 would first point out that to drag 
into the discussion the occupation| 
of Mr. Stewart was rather personal 
‘and perhaps hitting below the belt.

‘Mr. Harris mentioned the assistance 
given by the Conductor of the Or- 





‘thestra to. the Shanghai Choral 
Society and other local organizations, 
bbut is it not a fact that sueh organiza: 





tions have had to pay quite a high 
fee for that assistance, Perhape some- 
‘one will enlighten me on this point. 

‘Ms. Harris is certainly a financial 
wizard if he can show that a wages 
Dill of $184,000 really does about $2,- 
900,000 worth of good by circulating 
the money in Shanghai, and it is not 
surprising that this statement by Mr. 
Harris produced merriment. However, 
it would be interesting to know how 
much of this money circulates in the 
Settlement and how much in the Con= 
‘cession, 

In conclusion, I believe that the 
Couneit itself would prefer to see 
the Orchestra disbanded under pre- 
sent conditions, but as the ratepayers 
have permitted shemselves to be side- 
tracked on the matter, T would sug- 
gest that the Band Committee ser- 
ously consider how they can best 
economize on the Orchestra during’ 
the coming year, either in reduction 
‘of personnel or In another way 
whieh is apparent to all of us, 

Otherwise, it is in my opinion 
acubttul wiether.the Orchestra will 
wurvive another ratepayers’ meeting.

I havo to carry our laundry 
back and forth, take ‘our cook to 
market, get the ‘grocer and milkman 
to send their things to my office and, 
‘worst of all, the country is full of 
bandits who go around robbing tha 
‘country people at night. What is to 
prevent ‘them from coming to our 
houses and helping themselves? 

T have seen soldiers taking plants, 
ote, from peoples’ gardens, taking the 
vegetables from the farmers, going to 
the poor countrymen's houses and 
helping themselves to anything that 
‘uppeals to them. Is life in this area 
therefore as nice as this writer says 
it is? Tt is true a number of people 
have gone back to live in’ thelr 
houses; T have, and it is not because 
A Ig all so nice, but because T cannot 
in these times Keep two houses going 
‘and so am therefore really” forced 
back, 

Before concluding, however, X will 
say that there ig a marked improves 
‘ment in the behaviour of the Japan- 
ese soldiers towards the foreigners 
who go out to the Hungjao area, and. 
T must say they have always treated 
‘me very courteously,

Desire to Co-operate 
London, Apr. 17. 


(THE, Anslo-ltalian Agreement, which was signed in Rome at 
6.30 yesterday evening, consists of three-sections—a protocol 
with instruments annexed, an exchange of letters and a bon 


voisinage agreement, 
‘The Protocol records that 


the Government of the United 


Kingdom and the Italian Government, being animated by a desire 
to place the relations between their two countries on a solid and 
lasting basis and to contribute to the general cause of peace and 


security, decided to undertake 


conversations with a view to 


reaching an agreement on questions of mutual concern. 

It specifies the instruments which have been drawn up and 
annexed to the Protocol as a result of these conversations, and 
provides that they shall come into force on such date as the two 


Governments shall together sletermine, 


‘The Protocol further states thi 
‘upon these instruments taking effect, 
negotiations, in which the Egyptian 
Government will be invited to par- 
ticipate as far as it is concerned, 
will be opened with a view to 
reuching a definite agreement on the 
boundaries between the Sudan, 
Kenya and British Somafiland on the

“The co-operation of all nations is 
vitally necessary if you hope to 
achieve success.

+ By Eea 


“What ten (or twenty) books would you 
choose to take with you if, by some combi- 
nation of circumstances, you were to be 
marooned for the rest of your life on a desert 
island?” ‘That question, in one shape or| 
another, one frequently hears being posed by’ 
those of some literary pretensions. It is often. 
productive of fond and furious argument 
‘when two or more book-lovers get together’ 
‘over scones and tea. And indeed, for those| 
to whom books are more than just something 
to fill in the gaps between other “more im- 
portant activities,” the problem is one of pe- 
rennial interest. 

‘No two answers to the question are ever 
alike, Often, too, the same person will reply 
lightly differently a year hence—and that, 
after all, is a very good sign in at least two 
chief respects. Firstly, because he thereby 
shows that he is not becoming stereotyped in 
his choice and taste ‘of good books. And 
secondly, because the question then becomes 
@ new one each time that it is posed. ‘The 
task of choosing one’s favourite books is 
thus an ever new and “deliciously-to-be- 
prolonged” pleasure. 

During the past decade 1 have made perhaps 
six or seven such lists of my wn twenty 
“must” books. Several of these works have 
lasted the entire course from List No. 1; others. 
have dropped from view as more important: 
books have appeared—though in some cases: 
the subject has remained the same and only’ 
the author has changed, ‘Those whose titles| 
appear regularly in the list have been what 
‘one might term the obvious essentials to a 
proper appreciation, or enjoyment, of the 
English language and of English literature. 
‘The “Oxford English Dictionary” is the first 
in this class to come to mind, followed swiftly 
by Roget's “Thesaurus” and Fowler's “Modern 
English Usage”—the latter one of the best 
books on English that has ever left the print 
ing press. 





And what library, no matter how minute, 
would be complete ‘without a good copy of, 
the “Complete Works of William Shakes- 
peare?” My own particular copy is one of 
the old pre-War models, with soft, red leather 
(imit,, probably) binding and gilt edges, and 
is copiously illustrated with reproductions of 
famous paintings and of the great Shake- 
spearean actors of the time, of Dame Ellen 
‘Terry, Beerbohm Tree, and Sir Henry Irving. 
With its foreword by’ Irving on the Shake~’ 
speare-Baconian argument, it is an absolute 
necessity. An I were limited to but one book, 
methinks "twould be this I would choose 
(quoth he). 





On the other hand, one might equally well 
place at the top of ‘the list that wonderful 
collection of encyclopedias, the “Outline of 
Modern Knowledge"—1,000 pages of informa- 
tion, tastefully, entertainingly written by men 
who are all experts in their respective fields 
of knowledge. Philosophy, psychology, bio- 
logy, astronomy, eugenics, religion, ‘inter- 
national polities, architecture, music, literary 
eriticism and art are but a few of the head- 
ings that float past memory’s eye. It is a 
truely amazing book—even more so when one 
realizes that Gollancz's are selling the tome 
at only 5/- the copy. With it in one’s hands 
‘one holds the key to the best and latest in 
human knowledge and thought, and so. T 
simply cannot sce any library justifably eall- 
ing itself such without a definite spot reserved 
‘on a prominent shelf for the "Outline of! 
Modern Knowledge.” I make this statement. 
‘quite confidently. People like Harold Nichol- 
son agree with me. 

‘That, T think, disposes of what one might 
term the skeleton of a “Must” library, for 
‘without all these essentials no library could— 
in my modest estimation—be deemed worthy: 
of the title. Having secured these, the col~ 
lector is then able to set about getting together 
those other favourite volumes which make of 
his library something personal, that give it 
the “little touch of something.’ 

‘The study of politics might, at frst glance, 
seem to be somewhat out of place on a de~ 
serted island. On the other hand, the total 
absence of such disturbing influences as 
threats of war, armament races, more threats 
of war, dictators, collective insecurity, status 
definitely not quo ante and so on, might make 
‘he reading of an authoritative work such as. 
Gunther's “Inside Europe” all the more en- 
joyable, delectable fare though it be in Paris, 
London or Shanghai. Yes, the more one 
thinks of it the more necessary it becomes. 
Just think of reclining lazily under some: 
coconut tree, the noise of the surf a distant. 
whisper, the chirping of birds a pleasant, 
‘occasional obligatto, the sole disturbing in- 
fluence a mosquito’s power dive onto one’s: 
cheek—and amid these gentle surroundings 
leisurely to read of plot and friction in the 
courts and crowded capitals of Europe. Come: 
hither, pencil, and inscribe this volume’s title 
on my list. 





should alsq go on the list. A copy of this| 
most interesting brochure by one of Britain's} 
foremost moderns reached me during the| 
week from my Bookseller, and it clears up| 
quite a few points that even Gunther, with 
‘his almost terrifying completeness, omits or 
glosses over. And the mere fact that on a 
desert island one would be living alone, far 
from the rest of the world, would be absolutely. 
no excuse for ignoring the workings of the 
world of human relations and the stupidity 
and eruelty of modern methods of govern-| 
ment and international anarchy—although, | 
for some reason, the fact that one lives in| 
‘the middle of it all in one’s everyday life] 
scems to be a valid enfough excuse for igor- 
ance among the many who thus become un- 
thinking prey to wicked propaganda and 
prejudice. t Gite 

To offset gloomy thoughts such as those 
briefly touched upon in the preceding para- 
graph, poetry would have to have a pro- 
‘minent place in the “Library of a Castaway. 
in 20 Volumes.” Van Doren's “World's Best} 
Poems” is a good choice (even though it does 
‘come in the so-called popular edition class) 
for it contains gems of poetry all the way’ 
from Lao Tze and Sappho to the Huxleys and 
‘Whitmans of today. Also, I would be strongly 
tempted to include the compact compendium | 
of poems, physics, problems, paradigms and 
puzzles known as “The Week-End Book.” A. 
handy little tome, its cover impervious to the 
attack of rain, it is essentially a*book for the’ 
‘oceasional drowsy half-hour after a meal. 

Philosophy, naturally, would play a large 
and, indeed, important part in the establish 
ment of a sane mode of life on a lonely tropic’ 
isle. Lin Yustang’s “The Importance of! 
Living"—a hurried glance at which, as it lay’ 
‘on the shelf of a bookstore one day recently, 
tells me it simply must be mine in the near. 
future (even if I have to shoplift it)—would 
help to make life on that (so far) nebulous: 
island happy, comfortable and even serene. 
‘Tietjens’ “Desuggestion,” a large and some- 
what “heavy,” but "nevertheless sound, 
volume, would’ also be part of the library, for: 
his theories for the right Way of Life would 
augment Lin Yu-tang’s and between the two 
of them they would do much towards helping’ 
fone to formulate a satisfactory and happy| 
manner of existence. 

Now that is a total of twelve books, and I 
have allgwed myself twenty. I feel quite 
‘sure that Books 13 to 18 would be bound 
copies of those two excellent magazines—the 
only ones I knqw of which accept no ad-| 
vertisements—the “Reader's Digest” and| 
“Coronet.” ‘The former I would choose be- 
cause of its splendidly compressed, living, 
articles, the latter for its sometimes startling, 
but always good, photographs and for its 
reproductions of famous paintings, ete. 

‘That Ieaves two more books to be chosen, 
‘and here one's difficulties become almost over- 
whelming; I am very much afraid that my 
choice of these two final tomes would prob~ 
ably depend on my mood at the time. I 
doubt very much if, no matter how hard 1 
pondered over the matter, I could come to 
any sort of a final decision. Indeed, the only. 
way out of the difficulty that I can see would 
be for me to choose a number of books, place 
them all in a pile, and then, blindfolding my 
eyes, to pick out two at random. 

Into this pile of books would be cast such 
hetereogenous literature as Woolcott’s “While 
Rome Burns,” Lamb’ 











Boceaccio’s “Decameron,” Pierre Louys’ “Ci 
lected Works,” Thorne Smith’ 
Wodchouse’s “Laughing Gas, 


Stephen Leacock’s books, Edgar Wallace's 
“The Black,” Huxley's “Brave New World” 
and Belfrage’s “Away from It All.” Two of| 
these I would remove and place quickly in 
the chest before it was nailed up for shipment 
to my lonely island. ‘The others I would, I'm 
afraid, probably try to smuggle in with my 
shirts, shoes and other ctothery.

jas swallows do when hunting insects: Aled 
with curiosity, I walked a few hundred yards 
across country to investigate....and found that 
the “bird” was a bat out in broad daylight 
(early morning), but behaving as all the 
fluttering hunters of the twilight do, Finally 
‘the poor creature fell into the pond and, pre- 
sumably, was drowned, as it could not ‘raise 
its soaked wings....but that is another story. 
If an experienced observer can err, ar I did, 
suraly others can do the same? But mistakes

albeit somewhat more readable. For 
‘Mr, Crow has an casy amusing style 
of ‘writing well exemplified in his 
“400 Million Customers,” published 
about a year ayo. There is one thing 
in the book that many readers in 
‘China might take exception to and 
that is the constant reference to “we 
foreigners." as though Mr. Crow had 
been elected spokesman for foreign 
residents in China, which ma de- 
finitely “is not the case.

Marjorie Bowen is probably one of 
the most interesting writers on his- 
torical subjects living at the present 
ime, ‘To. an important list of 
biographies in which she has managed

Hsueh-liang and his associates, took 
place early in 1937, whereas it oc- 
curred late in 1930; and that it was 
‘4. shell from a naval big gun which 
hit the Sincere Building on August
